A CRAZY MUBDEREB 

AttempU tj Take the Lives of the 
Court t^Olclals. 
iadianapoUa, June 12.— An escaped 
murderer and lunatic attempted to 

take the life of Fremont Aiford, crim- 
inal Judge of this (Marion) county 
and Prosecutor jSdwfn B. Pugh. The 
would-be assassin was George W. Ben- 
nett, who escaped trbm the hospital 
for the in.sane Saturday. Bennett en- 
tered the court room shortly after 
court convened, and attracted the court 
by his InctAerent talk. Judge Aiford 
started to the telephone, when he 
found Bennett at his back wlth*a re 
Tolver pointed at his (Alford's head) 
Judge Aiford gave the alarm and 
sprang toward his prirate room with 
the maniac after him. Here Prosecutor 
Pugh appeared and Bennett turned on 
him. A policeman came running up 
and caught the fall of tbf revolver's 
hammer oa his thumb Just in time to 
save Pugh. It took four men to over 
power Bennett, although he haa but 
one arm. It is said Bennett lost his 
mind over labor troubles. Bennett 
killed two men at Lafayette in 1889 
was sent to prison and afterwards 
transferred to the insane asylum. 

Streeter Held. 
Chicago, June 12. — Captain George 
Wellington Streeter, whose cohorLs re 
cently took possession of "the District 
of Lake Michigan," and defied the 
whole local police force, was held to 
the criminal court, charged with con- 
spiracy, accessory before the fact, and 
assault The "District of Lake Mich- 
igan" is the name gfree by Streeter to 
land which had been formed by dump 
ing in the lake oft the shore. Captain 
Streeter took possession of it when it 
was a mere sandbar. A recent at 
tempt to oust some of the captain's 
followers, who had entrenched them 
selves on the land, resulted in some 
shooting and other riotous acts. The 
land is now valued at many millions 
of dollara and measures about 40 acres,

Beloit, Wis., June 12. — Fourteen car 
loads of tissue papermaking machin 
ery were shipped by a Beloit manufac- 
tory to Shanghai, China. This ship 
meat marks the first American, and is 
probably the only papermaking ma 
chinery ever sent into the Celestial 
empire. There have been papermaking 
machine shipments made from this 
city to Japan.

Columbus, 0.. June 12.— All the prC' 
llminary work of the Democratic state 

convention was completed, so that 
business can be dispatched at the open 
ing session of the convention proper 

The old state committee concluded 
its business daring the forenoon, and 
the delegates met in the afternoon to 
select the members of the new stat 
committee, vice president and other 
officers of the convention and members 
ot the different eommlttees. 

The committees all met later, so as 
to be able to report to the convention 
in the morning. 

The committee on resolutions had 
many differences of opinion to settle 
on the lang'.ngp of the rlatform, but 
there were no radical differences re 
garding the Issues. The difference: 
were mainly as to the form in which 
the decfarstlons should be made. 

There will be contests for all places 
on the state ticket, and no slate is like 
ly to be able to get through. One of 
the contests is between Colonel James 
Kilbourne and Congressman John J. 
I^entz of this city for delcgate-at-large 
The McLean men control the conven- 
tion by a large majority, and they hare 
been favoring Lents. 

The delegates of this district at their 
meeting endorsed Kilbourne for dele 
gate-at-large, and as Mr. Lcntz is mak 
ing a fight now for re-election to con- 
gress be may not antagonize the dele- 
gates of his district. 

There is some talk of making John 
R. McLean a delegate-at-large, not 
withstanding his purpose to sail for 
Burope next Saturday and not attend 
the Kansas City convention. In that 
event there will be a contest for first 
alternate-at-large, who would no doubt 
be called upon to act in the aLw.)nce 
ot Mr. McLean. 

Among 'the long list of names men 
tioned the most prominent are Charles 
N. Haskell and John W. Welty for the 
northern part of the state. The agita 
tion for Admiral Dewey as the candi 
date for rice preeident continues, and 
It Is claimed to be entering into tho 
contests for delegates-at-large. Dewey 
waa entiHrtnlned here laat Yesdfc ky Kll 
borune. 

After the endorsement of Kilbourne 

by the delegates of their home county 
the fight between Kilbourne and Lentz 
was over. It is conceded that Kilbourne 
will now be one of the delegates-at 
large, and that W. S. Thomas of 
Springfield will also be selected. There 
is a contest between George W. Hull 
and Charles N. Haskell for delegates- 
at-large, as both reside in northwest 
Ohio. Some favor sending tx>th of 
them to Kansas City, while others in- 
sist on geographical distribution. A. 
W. Patrick, who was on the ticket last 
yeai for lieutenant gorernor with Mc- 
Lean, and who HTes in eastern Ohio, is 
being pressed for delegate-at-large. 

The anti-McLean men are trying to 
organize to control the convention anil 
select the delegatee-at^Iarge. If it is 
found that northwestern Ohio can have 
only one delegate-at-large the McLean 
men will support Haskell, and the anti- 
McLean men will stand for Hull. 

The state central committee held a 
meeting and declBed in taror of the 
Dowllng delegation from Montgomery 
county. Harry Wilson and bis Cuya- 
hoga delegation was turned down in 
favor of the Byan^Oahasan party, rep- 
resenting the Parley faction. The con- 
then went betOM tte oommlttee on 
credentials. 

When the district delegations began 
to assemble all were at sea as to the 
possible candidates on the state ticket. 
Hon. William Bell can have the nom- 
ination fcxr secretary of state if he ex- 
presses oipenly a desire to run, and he 
is mom^ than likely tp be the man.

Will Be Run Henceforth WItfeont 
Police Protection. 
St. Ix>u'.fl, June 12. — ^The experiment 
of sending out cars over some of the 
Hues of the Transit company without 
police guards workr-d so sati^fat torily 
that the plan was carried out on sev- 
eral additional divisions. The mayor's 
proclan^on has quieted down the sit- 
uation, the injunction forbidding the 
use of exploFlves or firearms and warn- 
ing those having no business on the 
streets to keep oS, Is haTing a food 
effect. 

Both the strikers and the authorities 

are preparing stTfoment.'^ and making 
up lists of witnesses to be heard at the 
coroner's Inquiry, which will settle the 
responsibility for the fatalities in the 
riot of last Sunday. The inquest over 
the remains of Fred Boohn. an aged 
spectator, who was shot Sunday, was 
to have been held, but was postponed. 
Tho coroner will summon a Jury^ to 
inquire into the death of Bdward 
Thomas, the striking streetcar conduc 
tor killed in front of the posse bar- 
racks on Washington arenue Sunday 
evening. 

During the past two days the sher- 
iff's poose has gained a niirr.t)fr of 
members, the most of whom volun- 
teered. The twenty-third company, 
composed mo<tly of young lawyers and 
business men, is the last to be organ- 
ized. Ransom Grand Army post, 
whose members comprise some of thp 
city's best citizens. Is organizing a 
company to be sworn into the posse. 

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, has tel- 
egraphed President Mahon that he will 
arrive in St. Louis some time during 
the present week. "Gompers will exer- 
da» a supervisory direction of the 
strike," said a member of the union. 
"As the head of all the trades in the 
American Federation of Labor, he is 
the highest leader of the labor move- 
ment In America, and when on the 
field of the strike is superior oflicor." 

A number of men charged with com- 
mitting offeneea In eonnection with the 
streetcar strike were tried in police 
court and six were fined. 

Disastrous Labor Olspntes. 

Chicago, June 12.— Bankers, capital- 
ists, real estate men and a host of 

others, whose welfare depends more or 
less upon building activity in Chicago, 
to say nothlas of the thousands of 
worktngmen, expressed the hope that 
the meeting of the contractors and 
trades union representatives would re- 
sult In a settlement of the labor diffi- 
culties. Aside from the money loss, 
which has resulted from the labor war, 
a number of men who have been killed 
or Injured in riots, a large number of 
families have been made dependent 
upon charity, and there have been sev- 
eral cases of suicide by men who be- 
came despondent over their enforced 
idleness. Still others have wandered 
away from their homes apparently un- 
settled menUlly. AHofether this is 
considered the most disantrous build- 
ing trades war the city has ever en- 
dured. 

Date of Raising Qiiuranttne. 
San Franci-sco, June 12. — The board 
of health has decided to raise tho 
quarantine of Chinatown 20 days from 
the Teriflcation of last ease of plague, 
which was on June 2. If another ca^e 
is found, however, the quarantine will 
not be lifted until 20 days from tne 
date of such discovery. Wing Ti, a 
Chinese undertaker doing business on 
Sacramento street, under the China- 
town morgue, had three coffins shipped 
In through the lines, and in doing so 
incurred the displeasure ot sereral 
hundred of his Ohliseee brethren. They 
demanded to know what use he had 
for coffins when no one bad died, and 
not being ^le to explain lo their «U-' 
isfaction he was mobbed.

CAMNBT CONMBU TiW flTUATION. 



The American Admiral la Chinese 
Watere Is lalbrmed That Ad- 
ditional Naval Forces Will 
Be Seot Utm at Once. 



WashinRton, June 12. — 'I'he following 
dispatch was received at the state de- 
partment from United Statee Consul 
Martin at Chin Klang: "Large num- 
bers of natives' organized secret so- 
ciety halted here. People very appre- 
hensive. No protection. Want a 
cruiser." 

Mr. Martin's telegram is the flrst 
news received here tt» indicate the 
spread of the Boxer agitation In that 
section of China. Chin Kiang is one 
otthe most Important treaty ports In 
China. It Is located on the \ang Tse 
Kiang, a little over 100 miles above 
the point where Wo Sung enters, and 
Is about 125 miles from Shanghai. At 
the latter port the United States gun- 
boats Yorktown and Castine are now 
lying, undergoing some repairs., 

Chinese Sltastlon Considered. 

■Wa^liinginn. .June 12.— The cabinet 
meeting w-as attended by Secreitariea 
Hay, Ili!rhi()(k. Long and Gage and 
Postmaster Oeneral Smith. It was de- 
voted largely to a discussion of the 
Chinese situation. Secretary Hay laid 
before the cabinet a dispatch from 
Minister Conger, which indicated that 
the situation is very critical. Secre- 
tary Long had no late dispatches. The 
f-itps that have been taken to reinforce 
Admiral Kcmpff were gone over, and 
it was decided to stand by the policy 
which had been entered upon of push- 
ing measures for the protection ot the 
lives and property of American citi- 
zens, and of acting independently as 
far as possible. It may be that In the 
accomplishment of this reeult the 
forces of the powers will have to act 
in unison for the protection of all for- 
eign residents in the disturbed dis- 
tricts, but this is to be the extent ot 
the American activity. It is to be con* 
fined solely to the protection and safe- 
guarding of our interests and those of 
our citizens. The Chinese government 
will be looked to under the general 
laws of the comity of nations to re- 
store order and to make such repara* 
tion as is proposed from all political 
B^themes in which any of the poweris 
may become Involved and the United 
States is to hold aloof. This is the 
genera] policy outlined and it. will be 
adhered to. The navy department has 
cabled directly to Rear Admiral 
Kempff, at Taku, to Inform him that 
marine reinforcements have lieen or- 
dered to him from Manilla. 



No Reason Assigned. 
New York, June 12.— Nothing is 
known as yet of the reasons which im- 
pelled Cai>tain B. H. McCalla to go 
ashore at Tien Tsin personally, in- 
stead of placing the little force of 
Americans under the command of a 
subordinate officer. A high official of 
the navy department took the vieiv 
that the situation v.as so serious that 
Admiral Kempff cousidered it advisa- 
ble to have the best officer on his ship 
ashore, instead of keeping him on the 
Newark. 

Called on the President. 
Washington, June 12.— The president 
had quite a number of prominent call- 
ers before the cabinet meeting. They 
included Senator Haniia, chairman of 
the Republican national committee; 
Senator Allison of Iowa, Senator Fair- 
banks of Indiana, Senator Penrose of 
Pennsylvania and Thomas K. Lowery 
of Minnesota, one of the delegates-at- 
large from his state to the Philadelphia 
convention. Senator Hanna will go to 
Philadelphia to attend the flrst meet- 
ins ot the subcommittee of the Repub- 
lican national enecutive committee. He 
will probably see the president again 
before his departure. Senator Fair- 
banks goes to Ohio to deliver an ad- 
dress to graduating class of the Ohio 
Wealevmn wdtetalty, and wUl not 
ranok ftl lMe|sMa nntU gn tortay. 

Important Captured. 
Washington, June 12.— General Mao- 
Arthur at Manilla cabled the war de- 
partment as follows: "Report capture 
Generals Rlson, near Mexico, and Ca- 
VesUny, at Alcala, both important, 
latter very important lander of guer- 
illas In Pangaataum fnmlMa (1mm). 
General Corbin attaohes oonaiderable 
Importance to these captures. In hfs 
opinion they are more nearly in the 
nature ot surrender than captures, and 
Indliqnto thtt tke principal lenden of 
the Insurrection are abandoning that 
cause, and are coming lo^ ManUIn t« 
accept Ae^erican snp'

It has been real tobacco weather for 
the past two weeks and the crop is all set 
and an excellent stand is reported. 

Oats, clover, pastoraa and meadows 
have made great inprorement Garden 
vegetables and potatoes are in splendid 
condition, and fruit is generally veiy 
promising; the ovtlooilt toir peaches is 
especially good.
